Consul at Salonika Cables Ked 
Cross Appeal for Funds 
Nurses. 


(A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 
WASHINGTON, July 10.— 
The American Red Crom has 
been asked for aid in reliev- 
ing the sick and wounded in 
the Balkan War. The Ameri- 
can consul at Salonika today 
cabled the Red Cross Society 
as follows: “Ten thousand 
wounded soldiers in Salonika. 
American missionaries wish to 
open hospital and appeal for 
funds. Urgent need for nurses 
and doctors.” Advices received 
by the Red Cross indicate that 
there are many thousands of 
seriously wounded soldiers in 
Belgrade, where there is a 
great lack of surgeons and hos- 
pitals. The society announcell 
tonight that it would receive 
and forward contributions for 
relief work in the Balkans. 


A number of Federal officers who 
were captured, one account says five, 
another says ten, were immediately 
executed. One officer claiming to be 
a doctor, but whose pretense was dis- 
covered, was among the executed. A 
priest, taken with his rifie in hands, 


and evidence of having been 
engaged in the fight, was also 
executed. 


Gov. Maytorena of Sonora reached 
Candela on Tuesday within an hour 
after the defeat of the Federals by 
the Constitutionalists. He returned 
to Piedras Negras at an early hour 
this morning, accompanied by a mes- 
senger who had participated in the 
combat. From these sources the fol- 
lowing details were obtained:

LONDON, July 10.—The end of a 
fortnight’s desperate fighting in the 
Balkans finds Bulgaria forced to ap- 
peat to the powers to arrange peace. 
The Bulgarian plan to drive a wedge 
between the Greek and Servian armies 
in the neighborhood of Guevgheli 
has completely failed. The last re- 
ports of the fighting received from 
Athens tonight show that the Servians 
and Greekg at this point are combin- 
ing their forces, while the Roumanian 
army is beginning an invasion of Bul- 
garia. 

The latter fact doubtless was the 
deciding factor in the Bulgarian ap- 
peal to the powers. How far Bul- 
garia's defeats is due to dissensions in 
high military quarters, which resulted 


in the resignation of Gen. Savoff, and 
how far to the fact that the Bul- 
garian troops, which bore the brunt of 
the hard fighting in the last campaign, 
were more exhausted than the Greek 
and Servian forces, will probably 
never be known. ‘ 

Nothing can be predicted at the 
moment as to how events will shape 
themselves, the Roumanian invasion of 
Bulgaria having brought an entirely 
new factor into the problem. Rus- 
sia and France are devoting their ef- 
forts to persuading the allies to adopt 
a moderate attitude in order to faclili- 
tate a peaceful settlement.

MILL VALLEY SAF®PE.

SEVERE BLOW 
TO THE UNIONS.

Judge Thornton's Decision 
Casts Gloom Over Them. 
May Curb Laborites in War 
on Open Shop. 


Each Individual Member Is 
Held Liable for Damages. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 

INDIANAPOLIS, (Ind.) July 10.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.) The decision 
of Special Judge Thornton enjoining 
the Molders’ Union and assessing 
damages of $6000 in favor of the 
Keyless Lock Company against the 
strikers, is regarded here by manu- 
facturers and lawyers as one of the 
most Important decisions rendered tin 
the courts for years and its effect on 
labor organizations is expected to be 
far reaching, if it does not work a 
complete change in their attitude to- 
wards émployers and the open shop. 

The Keyless Lock Company did not 
discriminate against union men and 
the members insisted only that they 
should manage their own business 
without dictation from the union. 
When the etrike was inaugurated, 
union and nor-union men were em- 
ployed in the plant and the assaults 
that followed and the consequent in- 
jury to the company's business, were 
due wholly to its refusal to permit the 
union to run its business. 

The awarding of damages against 
the union, thus making the acts of 
the strikers the acts of the union it- 
self, was baged on the declaration of 
the secretary of the Molders’ Union 
that: “I am requested to notify you 
that you will either have to run a 
union or a scab shop, if the men who 
are not In the organization do not 
come into the union at the end of 
two weeks your shop will be struck.” 

The letter was signed by Frank 
Lewis, secretary of the union, and the 
special judge declared that this made 
the strike the official act of the un- 
ion and made that body responsible 
for the acts of the strikers and laid 
the union itself Mable for whatever 
damages might result from these acts. 
Manufacturers and lawyers say that 
there is no doubt but the decision will 
be sustained by the Bupreme Court 
and thus a precedent will be estab- 
lished that will hold unions responsi- 
ble for lawlessness in strikes and act 
as a curb upon them in the future. 
LEVIED ON UNIONITE’S HOUSBE. 

Reference was made today to a de- 
cision in the Federal court here some 
time ago in which a union was held 
Hable for the acts of its members and 
though damages were not awarded, 
the union was ordered to pay the costs 
of litigation. It had no property, 
but one of the members, a man who 
had gone on strike, but who had taken 
no part in the resulting ylolence, was 
found to possess a couple of small 
tenements. Execytion was issued and 
one of his houses was sold to pay the 
costes. Labor organizations raised a 
howl when the house was sold, but 
they afterwards raised the money te 
pay the costs, some fifteen hundred

Attorneys say this precedent will 
be followed in collecting the damages 
and that any property owned by a 
member of the Molders’ Union can be 
subjected to the payment of the dam- 
ages whether the particular property 
owner was guilty of violence or not, 
as the act of Frank Lewis, as an offi- 
cer, was the act of all the mem- 
bers of the union.

MILITANT BOASTS OF CRIMES. 


Wife of British Physician Confess 
Dramatically to Durning Down of 
Lever Mansion and Other Crimes. 
[BY CABLE AND A. P. TO THE TIMES } 
LIVERPOOL, July 10.—A dramatic 


confession of incendiarism was made 


today by a well-known militant suf- 


fragette, Mre. Edith Rigby. wife of a 
physician at Preston, to the magts- 
trate sitting in the Police Court here, 
She was remanded for further hear- 
ing. 

Mra. Rigby declared it was she who 
last Tuesday burned down the coun- 
try residence at Rivington near Hor- 
wich, Lancashire, of Sir William H. 
Lever, causing damage estimated at 
$100,000. She further confessed to 
being the perpetrator of the outrage 
at the Liverpool! Cotton Exchange on 
July 5, when a bomb exploded, Dut 
caused little damage. 

Mrs. Rigby surrendered voluntarily 
to the police. When arraigned today 
she gloried in her achievements, say- 
ing she wanted Sir William H. Lever 
to consider whether his house was 
more valuable as a show place than 
as a beacon lighted for the King and 
the country to see women suffering 


an insupportable grievance. She told 
the magistrate: 
“IT lighted that beacon. I also 


placed the explosives in the Liver- 
pool Stock Exchange to show how 
easy it is to procure them and to 
place them in public buildings. I 
might just as well have blown up the 
Nelson monument. 

“I chose the Liverpool Cotton Ex- 
change because the cotton industry 
has been built up largely by women’s 
labor. The merchants are willing to 
get power and wealth cut of the labor 
of women, while the women them- 
selves are denied the vote of citizen- 
ship. This is the first knock at the 
door. Under the ‘cat and mouse’ act 
one of the greatest women in the 
land is going to be dome to death. If 
the government is going to kill that 
woman, this is a warning.” 

Mrs. Rigby has been a member of 
the Women’s Social and Political 
Union, the militant suffragette organ- 
ization, for many years and has taken 
a great part in public movements to 
promote the welfare of women. She 
has been imprisoned five times ‘n 
connection with the suffrage move- 
ment, and was on several occasions 
released, owing to the breakdown of 
her health after “hunger strikes.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—That 
the provision of the Underwood- 
Simmons tariff bill levying a duty of 
12 per cent. ad valorem on print pa- 
per valued at more than 2% cents a 
pound and not more than 4 cents a 
pound; may repeal a portion of the 
Canadian reciprocity act of 1911, is 
contended in the analysig of the 
measure prepared under direction of 
Senator Smoot, Republican member 
of the Finance Committee.

Besides the duty of 12 per cent.

EFFECT OF DUTY. 

“An interesting point to consider,” 
tie Smoot analysis sets forth, “is the 
effect of the enactment of this para- 
graph on the portion of the Canadian 
reciprocity act which admits to en- 
try free of duty paper imported from 
Canada valued at not more than 4 
cents per pound. With respect to 
printing paper valued at more than 
2% and not more than 4 cents per 
pound, it is manifest that there is a 
complete repugnance between the 
two statutes, for by the terms of one, 
the act of 1911, it ia free of duty, and 


the! by the terms of the tariff bill, it is 


subject to a duty of 12 per cent. ad 
valorem. Nor can the two statutes 
be construed as to stand together.

ingenious and misleading communica- 


tions have been sent out by corres- 
pondence and other coaching schools 
to coax money from the 20,000 fourth 
class postmasters who eventually will 
be required to take civil service ex- 
aminations that the Civil Service Com- 
mission has made complaint to the 
postal authorities. It its £ex- 
pected that prosecutions will follow 
and that fraud orders will be issued 
against the publications of several of 
these “educational” institutions. 

One coaching school went so far as 
to send out notices to postmasters in 
imitation of civil service publications 
in which it was stated that examina- 
tions would soon be held and direct- 
ing them to inquire at once for in- 
structions.

pPhia in behalf of the plaintiff under 
which the Hammersteins contracted 
to produce grand opera in New 
York, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
Bostop for ten years. 
The agreements, signed in April 
and June, 1910, were made, the com- 
plaint sets forth, in consideration of 
the purchase by Mr, Stotesbury of 
the Hammersteins’ “business of pro- 
ducing grand opera and kindred the- 
atrical entertainments in this coun- 
try. including their entire plant and 
good-will,” for $1,200,000. 
“There is no city In the world in 
which two such grand opera ven- 
tures have been able to maintain 
themselves,’ the complaint reads, 
“The production of grand opera of 
the highest character and standard 
is inherently not a profitable ven- 
ture, and only under the most favor- 
able circumstances does it result in 
financial profits.” 
While the Metropolitan company 
disclaims that it is seeking financia) 
profit, declaring that its sole objects 
are “to meet the demands of the 
musical public and to further the 
cause of grand opera.” it adds that 
its operating expenses exceed its in- 
come. The business became “wholly 
unprofitable,” the complaint says, 
during the time, previows to the 
signing of the agreements, that the 
Hammersteins were producing grand 
ro in New York and Philadel- 
phia.

Standard and Union Companice 

Fighting for the Trade of Upper 

San Fernando Valicy. 

VAN NUY8, July 10.—The Standard 
Oil Company and its rival, the Union 
Oll Company, are entering on a prét- 
ty little ‘contest for the steadily in- 
creasing business of the upper end of 
the San Fernando Valley. The Stand- 
ard Oil has already bufft a station at 
Van Nuys and the Union Oil Com- 
pany is contemplating a similar move. 

The Standard Oil station is located 
on the Coast line of the Southern Pa- 
cific at Raymer, about two miles out- 
side of Van Nuys, but the local rep- 
resentative, T. A. DeBold, lives here.

The Union now supplies this terri- 
tory from Burbank, as the Standard 
did; previously to constructing the new 
station at Raymer, but it is said that 
a site near Van Nuys is now being 
quietly sought by the independent 
company with the purpose of install.

big rival.

Covina Concern Adds Three Hun- 

dred Inches to Its Available Flow, 

Woman Dies From Injury. 

COVINA, July 10.—An additional 
300 inches of irrigating water is now 
flowing into the reservoir on the San 
Bernardino road, as the result of fin+ 


.| ishing the second unit in the Covina 
‘| Irrigating Company pumping-plant at 


Baldwin Park. 

The well just completed has a deep- 
well caisson eight feet in diameter 
and ninety feet in depth, made of re- 
Inforced concrete. At the bottom of 
this shaft rests a Byron Jackson deep- 
well centrifugal pump, and the bore 
continues from this point to 400 feet 
Into the ground. The pump is being 
operated with a Murray Corliss steam 
engine. Engineer F. D. Phillieo said 
yesterday that the new well is work. 
ing like a charm. 

This makes two wells in operation 
at this point, both pumping a little 
over 600 inches for a daylight shift. 
By continuing at night the ranchers 
are delivered over 1200 inches of 
water in twenty-four ‘hours. The 
water is pumped inte. a _ reservoir 
holding 1,600,000 gallons, just outside 
the pumping plant, and is carried 
from this reservoir through a thirty- 
six-inch steel pipe line for four miles 
across the valley and through . the 


reservoir on the heights.

SEVEN THOUSAND NAMES. 


County Clerk Lelande Pronounces the Earl-Haynes- 
Norton Salary Ordinance Referendum Petition One 


of the Most Corrupt Documents Ever Filed—It’s 


Hooted Out of the Courthouse. 


HE referendum  0»petition which 
was designed to harass the Dis- 
trict Attorney and Sheriff and 
which acted as a boomerang in help- 
ing spread disaffection among the so- 
called “Progressives” was officially 
deciared insufficient by the County 
Clerk yesterday. 
The Supervisors showed no sur- 
prise, it being well known several 
days ago that the petition would fall 


,| flat because of the manifest padding 


and corruption. 

The Parl-Norton-Haynes combina- 
tion will try to file a supplemental 
‘list to make up the necessary 6660 


names, but the legal opinion of Asst. 
Dist.-Atty. Ford is that a supplie- 
mental list cannot be filed on the 
referendum petition. Whether 
pervisor Norton will care to seek out- 
aide legal advice is not known at the 
present time. Since the anger of 
the 800 county employees was di- 
rected against him for deliberately 
trying to hold up their salaries to 
satisfy personal spite he has been 
quiet during the past few days. 

The referendum petition showed 
about 2000 signatures out of 7200 to 
be The salary ordinance 
passed by the Supervisors June 2 will 
be In force until a new ordinance is 
passed that supersedes it. 


A THOUSAND FORGERIES. 


In addition to the signatures which 
were illegal on their face by reason 
of the omission of the residence and 
occupation of the alleged signers it 
‘is said that about 1000 more are 
forgeries. 

All the petitions are now in the 
hands of the grand jury. It looks as

Five Thousand Delegates at 
Great Yearly Gathering. 


Figures and Reports Show a 
New World’s Record. 


Five thousand earnest young men 
and women, delegates to the twenty- 
sixth annual convention of the Call- 
fornia Christian Endeavor Union, 
sounded a note of efficiency and ac- 
complishment that will ring around 
the world when they assembled yes- 
terday in the big Fiesta Park tent to 
hear the reports of their officers and 
workers and recount the events of 
the past year.

Recognizing the possibilities of in- 
creased traffic expansion latent in the 
opening of the Panama Canal, the 
Missouri Pacific-Iron Mountain Sys- 
tem has sent H. C. Dinkins, its gen- 
eral agent at Mexico City, on a tour 
that will extend over six months and 
include every city of the first impor- 
tance ‘in Central and South America.

By 1915 Canada will have four 
transcontinental lines where it now 
has but one. In other words, expo- 
sition year will see the Dominion 
ready to afford this State yeoman 
service in rting the immense 
crowds that will.attend the San Diego 
and San Francisco shows. 

Railroad men are interested in the 
moral which may be read into the 
activity in raflroad construction in 
John Bull's dominion to the north. 
As they see it, Canada is benefiting 
iteelf by encouraging the railroads to 
tap new territory and to improve 
transportation facilities, while in the 
United States public opinion demands 
that railroad profits shall be curtailed, 
no matter if development is retarded. 

According to the Bureau of Rail- 
way News and Statistics, the Canadian 
Northern has benefited most by the 
favorable attitude of the Dominion 
government, having been granted a 
cash subsidy of $15,640,000. Of this, 
$9,088,000 is an absolute gift from 
the people of Canada to the Canadian 
Northern Railway, but the govern- 
ment obtains a transfer of $7,000,000 
of the company’s shares in respect of 
the balance of $6,552,000.

That there are fewer automobile 
accidents at railroad grade crossings 
than is ordinarily assumed, is shown 
by a table just issued by the Southern 
Pacific showing that there were but 
two such accidents on its lines in the 
period between April 1 and May 23. 
One of these was at San Francisco, 
where one person was killed and an- 
other seriously injured. The other 
was at Fresno and resulted in the se- 
rious injury of one person. 

As an appendage of this table is 
another showing that there were 140 
automobile accidents in California, 
Oregon, Washington, and Nevada dur- 
ing the same period, resulting fn thir- 
ty-two deaths, the serious injury of 
fifty-five persons and the minor injury 
of 117 others.

LONG BEACH, July 10.—Accord- 
ing to official letters received here by 
the Cage submarine people, an in- 
vestigation into the awards of con- 
tracts for submarines a few months 
ago is to be asked by national repre- 


sentatives from three States in con- 
junction with other inquiries along the 
same lines. 

Congressman Bell has written for 
complete data of the company's bids 
and will present a resolution asking 
why the Cage 
bids were not considered. 

Kight submarines were to be built 
and the bidders were the Lake and 
Blectric boat companies in the East 
and the Los Angeles Submarine Boat 
Company. The Lake people bid $565,- 
000 on single boats and $4,432,000 for 
the eight. The Electric people bid 
$615,000 on single boats and $4,280,- 
000 for the eight. The Los Angeles 
Submarine Company's bid was $518,- 
000 on single and $3,728,000 on the 
eight. When the bids were awarded 
the Electric people secured five boats 
and the Lake people three, two of 
which being for the Pacific Coast, were 
sublet to the Craig ship plant of 
this city. The Los Angeles Submarine 
bid, although the lowest, was not 
considered, and no explanation has 
ever been made the company of the

LEGALIZED BLACKMAIL.

HOUSING COMMISSION DECLARES 
ITS CONSTANT FIGHT. 
Says Rigid Policy of Prevention 
Means Saving City Millions and 
_Asks for Increase in Force of In- 
spectors to Vinit Five Thousand 

Habitations. 


* “Los Angeies is at the beginning of 
immense influx of foreign immi- 
grants, the extent of which none of us 
can realize, and with this influx will 
come a tendency to lowered and de- 
based ifving conditions in our city. It 
would be crimina! to allow slum con- 
ditions and living conditions of the 
slums to get a foothold ina city which 
is famed chiefly for living conditions 
exactly the opposite of the slums.” 

Thus the Housing Commission sum- 
marized its point of view yesterday in 
an appeal to the City Council for fur- 
ther consideration in the way of in- 
creased force of inspectors and in- 
creases in their salaries.

IRELESS FLASH 
TO AVALON DRYS. 


Because the court had no jurisdic- 
tion to issue an order restraining the 
Trustees of Avalon from adopting an 
ominance under the emergency clause 
regulating the sale of liquor, Judge 
Densmore dissolved the mandate yes- 
terday. A wireless flashed the word 
to Avalon, where four members of 
the Board of Trustees were waiting 
to meet and pass the ordinance. 

This was a temporary victory won 
by the @rys. On Monday the injunc- 
tion will be argued, Attorney Ben. 8. 
Hunter, representing D. B. Jerrue & 
Co., Mquor dealers,, who allege the 
ordinance is intended to injure their 
business, expects to show that the 
Trustees were not legally qualified to 
pass the ordinance. The real pur- 
pose of the ordinance, he states, is 
to deprive the people of the right of 
the referendum. No ordinance can 
go into effect containing a penalty un- 
til thirty days after its passage, with- 
out an emergency clause. Such a 
clause was attached to the Avalon 
ordinance, which becomes a law as 
soon as it is passed. Under its pro- 
visions all violations can be punished. 

D. B. Jerrue & Co. and others be- 
gan to sell liquor immediately after 
the Trustees gave a permit to the 
Metropole. Avalon became a wide- 
open town, Avalon's newly-appointed 
City Attorney declared yesterday. 

Baker contended Avalon was dry 
before the city was incorporated, and 
the plaintiff had failed to show any 
injury caused by the passage of this 
ordinance or any violation of prop- 
erty rights, consequently the court has 
no jurisdiction to issue a restraining 
order. 

Hunter held that the affidavit filed 
established only the facts that Baker 
was appointed City Attorney, that the 
Trustees Introduced the liqhor ordi- 
nance and carried it over ‘untill the 
next meeting. The ordinance pro- 
vides a $5000 license fee, which prac- 
tically makes it prohibitive for all ex- 
cept the Metropole to sell liquor. It 
is contended that this creates a mon- 
opoly.

VALUE OF OUR 
YIELD HIGHEST. 


California Leads Despite 
Low Prices. 


Immense Output Forces Ag- 
gregate Up. 


More Money for Production 
Is Outlook. 


In spite of the fact that the aver- 
age price of California oll during 1912 
was the lowest, the value of this 
State's output is shown to exceed that 
of all others in the Union, in a bul- 
letin just issued by the United States 
geological survey on petroleum pro- 
duction in 1912. The total value of 
the oll produced here was 39,213,588, 
according to that bulletin, Oklahoma 
ranking second with production val- 
ued at $34,957,612. The oi] output of 


California, was, however, 86,450,767 
barrels, compared with 61,862,467 
barrels in Oklahoma, but the average 
price per barrel here was 45.4 centa, 
as against 67.4 in the other State. 

Of course, the average price in 
Oklahoma did not come up to that of 
some of the Eastern States like 
Pennsylvania, where a $1.644 per bar- 
rel average was maintained; West 
Virginia, where it was $1.643; New 
York and Ohio, where the averages 
were $1.604 and $1.347 per barrel 
respectively. The production of New 
York State is Insignificant by com- 
parison, however. 

In other eastern fields the average 
prices was as follows in the order of 
their respective productions: Illinois, 
85.1--Texas, 75.4; Louisiana, 75.8; 
Kansas, 68.8; Utah and Wyoming, 
50.7; Indiana, $1.3; Kentucky, 47,7, 
and Colorado, $7.3. As is generally 
known among oll] men, eastern prices 
underwent a rapid advance the latter 
part of iast year—in the main the 
further west a State stvas located, the 
less the advance until California was 
reached, where no important changes 
were recorded. 

The*improved conditions In the ex- 
port trade, and the increased capacity 
of refiners to take care of the great 
yield of crude ojl, resulted in a 
marked decline, in stocks in al! fields 
except California, and even there the 
storage of petroleum was partially 
checked by an increase im consump- 
tion. Because of the higher prices 
for crude in eastern, sections—despite 
the fact that production only showed 
an increase of a little over 2,000,000 
barrels for the year—the value of thé 
output In 18912 showed an increase of 
more than $30,000,000 over the pre- 
ceding year, the average price per 
barrel being nearly 13 cents higher 
last year. 

Sooner or later it is believed that 
the condition shown in the report 
will be reflected in California, by price 
advances. There has as yet been no 
rise. In fact, tn the tnetance of the 
Fullerton field, the Standard lowéred 
its price 5 cents a barrel a few months 
ago. This, however, was probably due 
in’ a measure to the expectation of a 
larger quantity of of] In the South- 
ern California market, owing to the 
eompletion of the General pipe line. 

Figures on production in the State 
all agree in showing a rapid increase 
in consumption, It is generally known 
that as far as new development in the 

it is coneerned, conditions are much 
duller than for some time, and while 
this may be due in great part to dif- 
ficulty about obtaining money for ex- 
tensive operations, it is neverthéless @ 
good sign for the oil industry and if 
maintained for any length of time, 
will undoubtedly be responsible for an 
increasing shortage. 

On the other hand, there has been 
no curtaliment of the efforta to open 
up new markets for California ofl 
products. Only a day ago, the Gen 
eral Petroleum Company through the 
Union Oil, entered the lists as a 
marketer of ofl tn foreign countries 
through the use of tankers of the Un- 
ion Ol Company, upon whose con- 
trol it holds an option. In nearly ev- 
ery instance, big marketers speak of 
the growing trade for California oij 
in foreign parts. 

The ol] industry here has been af- 
flicted like many other lines of busi- 
ness with too much prosperity for the 
past few years, and a very beneficial 
reaction has setin. While speculation 
has been reduced and field operations 
are curtailed, it may be that at a 
not far distant date the State will rank 
In some position beside last in the 
matter of average prices for oll. 


In a circular letter sent to stock- 
holders with the notice of assessment 
No. 8 of 1% cents a share, the Na- 
tional Pacific Oil Company reports 
that its indebtedness at the present 
time aggregates $47,837.43. The letter 
deals with the developments for the 
month of April, and it ts stated that 
the cost of new operations to July 
1 is practically $46,861. It tie further 
stated that the gross production of all 
wells for the past three months was 
$27,577.86, while the net production 
was $21,230.05. The company has 
levied seven assessments of 1 cent a 
share and one of 1% cents a share. 
The hope is expressed by the manage- 
ment that No. & will be the last.
